It is difficult to tell who are awaiting 
the completion of the Woman’s club¬ 
house more eagerly—the ladies of the 
Woman’s club or the Masonic brethren 
who will have lodge quarters on the 
second floor of the building. The pros¬ 
pective early completion of the club 
house has been instrumental in arous¬ 
ing hearty interest in the project of 
organizing a local Masonic lodge. An 
informal meeting was held on Tuesday 
evening of this week at which good at¬ 
tendance is reported. Another meet¬ 
ing is scheduled for the near future at 
which it is expected some important 
;-teps will be taken looking to the se¬ 
curing of a charter for the local lodge.

Reports on the work of the Board 
of Health and municipal nurse for the 
past six months were transmitted to 
the city trustees at their meeting last 
evening. The report of Miss Polley, 
the efficient nurse, was accompanied by 
a letter from Secretary Wright outlin¬ 
ing some plans of the board for the 
future. Miss Folley’s report deals in 
detail with her work during the 
six months period for which she was 
engaged and deserves careful reading 
by the public. Both letter and report 
are printed here in full. 

May 26, 1909. 
To the Board of Trustees, 

Sierra Madre, Cal. 

Gentlemen: Attached hereto you will 
find report of the city nurse for the 
past six months ending April 15th, 
1909. This terminates the period dur¬ 
ing which it was arranged for such a 
nuise to devote the hours from eight 
a. m. to twelve m. for caring for the 
indigent sick, examination of the phys¬ 
ical condition of the sckool cl'fildTeTiT 
fumigation cf premise?, prevention of 
contagion from infectious diseases, 
tabulation of tuberculous people, 
abatement of nuisancts an 1 an educa¬ 
tional campaign for proper sanitary 
measures.

The report shows the work that has 
been accomplished during this period. 
This same work has been taken up by 
other cities and has become almost 
universal in the cities of this state; 
and in our city especially it is abso¬ 
lutely indispensable and necessary for 
the welfare of our citidens, as this is 
a locality known as a health resort. 
To discontinue this work would be a 
decided step backward. The Board 
of Health realizes more than ever that 
this work should not only be continued, 
but should be enlarged and the hours 
devoted by the nurs^to this work 
len gthem d. 

Y e have been paying for the ser¬ 
vices rendered the sum of $25 per 
month. Very often, both day and 
right, our nurse has been called upon 
for city work outside of the specified 
hours, ard we wish to call your atten- 
tirn t" the fact that she has cheerfully 
i '-poind 'd to these calls whenever It 
was possible, and that she has de¬ 
voted much more time to the city work 
than her agreement called for, or than 
she has been paid for. 

The money paid for tho city nurse 
has been principally raised by volun¬ 
tary contributions. It is the intention 
of the Board of Health to issue a cir¬ 
cular letter asking for further contri¬ 
butions in order that the work may be 
continued. We desire that the nurse 
be engaged for a further period of one 
year and, that her hours be daily, 
Sundays excepted, from 8 a. m. to 5 
p. m., allowing the usual noon hour, 
and that her salary be $50 per month.

take it on Sunday. So, to countereract 
Sunday baseball, the Elgin people 
proposed to substitute for it Saturday 
afternoon baseball. And as an evi¬ 
dence of good faith, they offered to buy 
tickets themselves and to use their 
influence to bring about the closing of 
the factories and stores on Saturday 
afternoons, so their employes could 
attend the ball games. This is not 
only diplomacy, it Is applied Christian¬ 
ity and common sense. No doubt the 
proposition of the church people will 
be accepted in Elgin. And no doubt 
the churches of that community will 
gain in prestige thereby.

sible, but it is a matter for personal 
attention on the part of all the citi¬ 
zens. This collection attracts rats, the 
agents wl ich cairy f.lt’a and disease, 
especially bubonic plague. 

Impossible conditions, termed public 
nuisances, have been reported and done 
away with. Twenty-eight such nuis¬ 
ances have been abolished. 

Substantial cottages of one or more 
rooms have superceded the unsightly 
and unsanitarily cared for tents. Ob¬ 
jectionable have been abolished. The 
tents close together, without plumbing, 
renting cheap ly, attract a poor, ignor¬ 
ant class of tuberculous sick, the kind 
w’.'.o are difficult to teach. There are 
some such places left, but the Board 
of Health hope they will be demolished 
shortly. 

The death rate from tuberculosis has 
been 84%. Of this number fully 75% 
have been cases which came here 
shortly before death, many having been 
here less than six months. 

In conclusion, much of the work 
done by the Municipal Nurse cannot 
be definitely reported. The distances 
in Sierra Madre being so great, much 
time is consumed going from one case 
to another, and many calls have been 
made for purposes of instruction and 
for educational talks wfth people, 
which do not appear in this report. 
Some people, especially amongst those 
Ignorant of disease, are inclined to be 
suspicious of and to resent the visit of 
the city nurse. In these cases it often¬ 
times took several visits before much 
could be accomplished in a professional 
way. 

Regarding sanitary conditions and 
precautions taken against all kinds of 
Infection, I can truthfuly say Sierra 
Mad r e Is very tn iuib^ulvarne&cl--< : n j vr--t-fn:- ~ 
condition of six months ago. 

A summary of the work done would 
be as follows: 

Tuberculous visits, 150. Active cases, 
49; incipient, 11. (From one to four 
visits made in some cases.) 

Visits to school, general visits, abol¬ 
ishing nuisances, etc., urgency calls, 
etc., including those heretofore re¬ 
ported, 112. 

Making a total of 262 visits, not in¬ 
cluding 75 fumigations. 

As the city grows the mportance of 
this work can be readily seen, and the 
necessity of a nurse devoting more 
time to the work.
